Class  History

down  the  walk  to  the  beat  of  our  graduation  march.  Yes,  it's  now  my  graduation  night 
with  all  the  thrills,  joys,  and  butterflies  that  go  along  with  it.  Oh!  it  seem  as  though 
we'll  never  reach  our  seats:  could  they  play  any  slower? 

It  doesn't  seem  possible  that  in  just  a  short  while  our  high  school  days  will  just  be 
memories.

They  chose  red  starfires  as  our 
class  rings.  Because  of  many  complications,  our  rings  did  not  arrive  until  late.  They 
were  not  exactly  what  we  had  ordered  but  we  were  still  pleased  to  get  them. 

We  held  a  class  meeting  on  March  29,  in  preparation  for  the  Junior  Prom.  We 
organized  the  various  committees,  decorations,  refreshment,  ticket,  and  orchestra.  At 
last!  The  big  night  was  here.  The  one  night  that  we  all  had  awaited  for  so  long.  It 
was  May  25,  the  night  of  our  Junior  Prom.
